RULES AMENDED TO EXTEND GRACE PER™UD FOR EXPIRED AMATEUR RADIO OPERATOR 
LICENSES ----- The Commission has amended Part 97 of the rules to lengther 
the "grace" peeiog for renewal of expired radio Amateur operator licenses 
from one to FIVE years. Section 97.13(d) stated that if a license was 
allowed to expire, application for renewal had to be made during a peric- 
of "grace" of one year after the expiration date, during which time an 
expired license was not valid.. . .. In recent years, the Commission noted, 
the overwhelming majority for waiver requests had been granted. For this 
reason, the Commission said it was pistes He Section 97.13(d) to change the 

"grace" period from one year to five years, adding that it was reasonable to 
presume that a licensee would remain fully qualified furing the five-year 
period. In addition, the FCC said the rule revision would reduce their 
work load since it would receive fewer waiver requests ard it would have 
cee Somer examinations to administer.

I have not included one frequency in the multiplication which is related to these frequencies and 
that is the 9 MHz as this frequency will fall too close to the receiver I.F.. Some of the commercial 
units use this crystal, but one is apt to have trouble with a 10.7 MHz I.F. 


For the novice and some of the people that have asked me about using this chart I will explain 

how to use it. Example: Suppose in your junk box that you have a crystal 12.334166 which is 
the Army Mars Frequency. We see that this will go into 24.668333 MHz two times, then it will also 
go into 49.336666 two times. Now if we triple the frequecy of 49.336666 that it will come out to 
148.01 MHz. So what we have in the transmitter is one doubler followed by another doubler and then 

a tripler. Now let's take the crystal that we have not included in this table , the 9.25075 crystal. 
We can see that it is only 1.45925 MHz away from the MHz I.F. and this could give a problem in the 
receiver. That would be the worst one to give trouble. Let us make an example of the 9.25075 MHz 
crystal and how it will multiply up to our working frequency of 148.01 MHz. The best way is to 
double this frequency which will be 18.5015 MHz, then it is doubled again. Now it will be 35.0025 MHz; 
this is then doubled again and it will be 74.005 MHz and after another doubler we come out on the 
Mars Frequency of 148.01 MHz. 


I hope that this chart will be of some help to those that like to fiddle and do a little experimenting 
with transmitters. At a later date I will work up a chart from my notes for Receiver Oscillators 
and their I.F. Xtals.
